I кк a very hot controversy has arisen over 
Lord Derby’s dictum the other day, that in the 
great fight of Labour versus Capital, which seems 


to go on as if it would never end, the State |

Lord Derby is one 
of the richest men in England (he is almost the

ment. I have always thought Lord Derby, with 
all his faults, was one of the very ablest men of 
his day—a typical British statesman.

From the days when Pericles pro- 
nounced that wonderful oration over 
the fallen Athenians to these in which 
Canon Liddon held an immense соп- 
gregation spell-bound in St. Paul's, 
oratory has always been held as one 
of the grandest of human gifts. And 
it was, perhaps, because he possessed 
that gift in a greater measure than 
any other contemporary preacher that 
men of all ranks and all creeds have 
united so sincerely during the past 
few days to mourn the loss of Henry 
Parry Liddon. Ву the side of that 
earnest voice thrilling the listener to 
the recesses of our huge London 
cathedral, Mr. Spurgeon’s oratory 
often seemed hard and metallic, and 
Archdeacon Farrar’s thin and inade- 
quate. There were points at which 
Mr. Spurgeon went more directly to 
the heart, and times when you found 
a greater charm in the Westminster 
divine; but as a whole, alike in man- 
ner and in matter, and, above all, in 
classic literary expression, you felt 
that the deceased Canon was greatest 
of them all. There are, indeed, many 
who would give the palm to the 
Bishop of Peterborough, but, on the 
whole, it is safe to say that in our 
day Canon Liddon has been the finest, 
as he has assuredly been the most 
popular,.of preachers. He was edu- 
cated at King’s College, where Mr. 
Frederic Harrison-zxemembers him as 
a quiet, saintly, reserved boy. At 
Christ Church, Oxford, he came natur- 
ally under the influence of the Tract- 
arian movement when it had some- 
what spent itself, and when sides for 
and against Dr. Pusey had been definitely taken. 
Liddon was with Pusey, and for some years 
he had been engaged in preparing his master’s 
correspondence for publication. His fame 
opened in the pulpit of Cuddesdon, but in 
1866 Liddon was appointed Bampton Lecturer, 
and his sermons “Оп the Divinity of Jesus 
Christ ” created a profound impression. Since 
1870 he has been a Canon of St. Paul’s, 
and why he has never—enjoying the friend- 
ship of Lord Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone,

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RS’ STRIKE. 


Tur deplorable conflict between the Dock Company 
and dockers of Southampton happily ended on Mon- 
day. But on the Wednesday night of last week 
there occurred some scenes of violence, which we | 
illustrate, from the sketches of an eye-witness, as 
lessons to both parties in these lamentable labour 
disputes. On the day in question the dockers on 
strike showed their determination by placing them- 
selves оп the rails crossing Canute-road, and provont- 
ing an engine entering the docks from the railway- 
station. They also stopped a train intended for the Isle 
of Wight traffic, but received an assurance from the 
Isle of Wight Company that none of their steamers 
should be used for the purpose of importing labour 
into the port. The officers of the various steamers 
were not allowed to enter the docks. А special 
meeting of the magistrates of the borough was held, 
the Mayor presiding. The question was raised 
whether it was advisable to call out the military. It 
was decided to do so, and that a letter be sent to the 


men to be sent. Mr. Eldridge, the magistrate’s 
clerk, went by special train to Portsmouth, and saw 
the General in command of the xistrict, who tele- 
graphed to the Horse Guards for permission to send 
troops. This was granted, and the news came that 
the troops had been dispatched by the 6.15 train. 

Two companies of the Oxfordshire Light Infantry 
arrived at Southampton from Portsmouth at eight 
o’clock, and cleared the approaches to the docks. 
Later on they effected a wider clearance by playing 
on the crowd with a fire-engine. After this an 
attempt was made by a cab-load of men to break the 
lines, but the soldiers prevented this, and, it is stated, 
killed the horse. 

About ten o’clock at night matters became more 
lively, and the Mayor deemed it necessary to read 
the Riot Act, which he did twice over at the dock 
gates, and again at the South-Western corner. The 
soldiers stood two deep, backed by a double line of 
policemen, and the dockers, becominginfuriated, began 
tothrow stones. Lieutenant Abercrombie received one 
of these on the nose, the bridge of which was broken. 
He was taken to the South- Western Hotel, and visited 
by the regimental surgeon, there being an ambulance 
in attendance. The Mayor received a severe blow in 
the leg, and while attending to his injury received 
the intelligence from Head-Constable Clay that the 
rioters intended to proceed to Grosvenor-square and 
wreck his house, and that some military and police 
had been sent thither for protection. The rumour 
was so far true that they proceeded to his Worship’s 
business establishment in Eastestreet, broke the 
windows, and did other damage. Meanwhile the 
military were extending their sphere of operations, 
but did their spiriting discreetly, using their rifles 
butt-upwards, as illustrated by a Р.Т.Р. Artist. 
They cleared the road as far as Radley's Hotel, | 
where the wider roadway prevented entirely efficient | 
operations. 

We are glad to say the lock-out at Southampton | 
terminated at noon last Monday, and that the Dock | 
Company and all the other companies, with the ex- | 
ception of the Royal Mail and the Union, had taken 
on the requisite number of hands, It was believed 
that by to-day all differences would be settled. The | 
South-Western Company have presented the men | 
who stood by them in the strike with 10s. each, and 
the officers with £1 each. Messrs. Jeffery and Sons 
gave to each of their men who did not strike 5s., in 
nddition to their wages. They have also promised 
the men £2 10з. а year as long as they are in their 
employ, to be drawn weekly or otherwise as the men 
wish. On Monday Mr. Sprow, local organiser of the 
recent strike, was brought before the magistrates 
charged with intimidating the crew of the La Plata. 
He was committed for trial at the Quarter Sessions, 
for which, however, at his own request, the Assizes 
were substituted. Bail was allowed. 

There has been fine and warm weather on Deeside 
lately, says the World, and the Queen has been 
making almost daily excursions to the various chalets 
and cottages in the Royal forests, and a picnic to 
Loch Callater was in contemplation. On Friday week 
her Majesty drove through Braemar, accompanied 
by Lady Churchill, and went up Glen Clunie as far 
as Fraser's Bridge, returning by Invercauld along 
the Lion's Face.

Madame Carnot, the deservedly popular wife of 
the President of the French Republic, last Monday 
gave a garden party in compliment to her neigh- 
bours at Fontainebleau.

Gallery, 
all the young officers of the Ecole d’Application 
having been invited. Madame Carnot wore a striped 
moss-green and yellow dress, and a hat trimmed 
with briony leaves, having the russet tinge of 
autumn.

The Duchesse d'Uzés has told а representative of 
a Paris paper that she provided General Boulanger 
with three millions of francs—one hundred and 
twenty thousand pounds—for his election and other 
expenses. The money was to be repaid when the 
Monarchy was re-established; but she had received 
neither an acknowledgment nor a bill indorsed by 
the Royalist Committee. The Duchess expressed 
her inability to understand General Boulanger. She 
thought he had had several good opportunities for 
action, and had thrown them away. й 


Опе of the features of the coming theatrical season 
in Paris will be the appearance of Madame Bern- 
She states that she intends to 


assume the dusky hue of a native Egyptian, though 
Cleopatra was of Greek, not of Egyptian, extraction. 
She also intends nightly to have herself killed, 
theatrically, by a live snake, and has contracted with 
a serpent-catcher at Fontainebleau to provide her 
with a supply of live reptiles. 


The political disputes in the Swiss Canton of 
Ticino, on the south side of the Alps, between the 
Liberals and the Conservative Local Government, 
culminated on the llth inst. in a popular rising. 
The Government offices at Bellinzona were occupied, 
the members of the Cantonal Government were 
seized, and one of them shot, it is believed by acci- 
dent, and out of the members of the Municipality a 
provisional Government was formed. The Liberals 
had demanded, by а petition bearing ten thousand 
signatures, that the question of the revision of the 
Constitution of the Canton should be submitted to 
a popular vote, and the Conservatives in office 
refused this demand. The Federal Council at 
Berne, on hearing of the insurrection, dispatched 
Colonel Kiinzli as their Commissioner, at the head of 
about fifteen hundred troops. The soldiers were 
welcomed by the inhabitants of Bellinzona on their 
arrival, and tranquillity was restored. But they 
evidently do not believe in autocrats in Switzer- 
land, and the Commissioner has ordered a General 
Election. Colonel Kiinzli has abstained from re- 
instating the former Conservative Government, and 
has assumed provisionally the direction of affairs, 
aided by a Cantonal Ministry composed of two 
Liberals and two Conservatives. 


A destructive fire broke out at ten o’clock on Mon- 
day night, in the Alhambra, the magnificent palace 
of the ancient Moorish Kings of Granada. The 
beautiful gallery known as the Hall of Myrtles, and 
other parts of the structure, were entirely destroyed. 


Several summonses were heard at the Westminster 
Police Court, on Monday, for breaches of the rabies 
order, by allowing dogs to be in the streets unmuzzled. 
Among those who were fined for this offence were 
Sir Henry De Bathe and Mr. Charles Hawtrey, 
theatrical manager. 


Chalfont-road Station, on the new Metropolitan 
line to Chesham, was entirely destroyed by fire on 
Monday afternoon. The accident arose from the 
overturning of a paraffin lamp in the porters’ room. 


A great fire occurred on Monday at the naphtha 
stores of the Metropolitan Railway, Farringdon- 
street. The accumulated vapour from the naphtha 
was accidentally ignited, and there was at once a 
vast body of flame, and several explosions succeeded. 
A bridge crossed right over the seat of the fire, and 
the intense heat arising from the burning naphtha, 
and a current of gas which had also ignited, dan- 
gerously affected the iron girders, which partially 
collapsed, while there was some subsidence in the 
roadway. The railway traffic was impeded, and it 
is thought that another bridge will have to be con- 
structed. 


The reports published by the United States 
Government of the harvest in that country show 
that, upon the average of all crops, there has never 
been а worse year than the present one. Single 
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cereals have been worse in previous years, but this 
pear all kinds of crops exhibit a greatly diminished 
yield. 


Mr. Vaughan, sitting at Bow-street Police Court 
on the llth, granted summonses against the pro- 
е and editor of the Hawk. newspaper for 
ibelling Miss Gladys Knowles, who recently re- 
covered £10,000 damages against Mr. Duncan, of the 
Matrimonial News, by publishing, in French, an 
article copied from a newspaper printed in Paris. 
Mr. G. Lewis attended the court on behalf of the 
defendants, and did not resist the issuing of the 
summonses. 


A shocking murder was committed at Plumstead 
early on Saturday morning. А quartermaster- 
sergeant in the Artillery, named Stewart, went home 
the previous night with a widow named Lyons, and 
occupied the woman’s room. Her son Walter, aged 
twenty, a machinist in the Arsenal, arrived home 
after midnight, and, going into his mother’s room, 
became enraged at finding the sergeant there, The 
man and woman got up, and went out. Walter took 
up a large bread-knife and followed them into an 
adjoining road.: The quarrel was renewed, and 
Walter stabbed Stewart to the heart.

The trial of Weston, on the charge of forging and 
uttering an order for £50, took place at the Central 
Criminal Court оп Sept. 13. Тһе prisoner was 
virtually charged with forging not only the cheque re- 
ferred to, buta variety of otherdocuments. Thespecific 
charge, however, was that he forged the signature of 
Mr. Wertheimer to a cheque for £50 drawn in favour 
of Lady Dunlo, and that he also forged her indorse- 
ment. Lady Dunlo and Мг. Wertheimer gave 
evidence, the former denying that she had ever given 
the prisoner any cheque, and the latter declaring 
that the cheques which were the subject of the 
present charge were all forgeries. Тһе jury found 
the prisoner guilty, and the Recorder sentenced him 
to seven years’ penal servitude. 


At the Central-Criminal Court, on Sept. 12, Walter 
A. Hargan, described as a clerk, was indicted for the 
murder of two men, named Lambert and Wheeler. 
A disturbance arose in a public-house in Kingsland, 
and these two men and. another were turned out. 
The prisoner went behind the bar, ostensibly to pro- 
tect the landlady, and flourished a revolver. en 
he left the house Lambert and Wheeler followed 
him, whereupon he fired three shots and killed both 
men. The jury found him guilty of manslaughter 
in one case, and he pleaded guilty in the other. Mr. 
Justice Charles sentenced him to twenty years’ penal 
servitude.

I am moved this morning to write а short—a very 
short—sermon, taking some of my late 


French Experiences 


as а sort of text. If, as a rule, we can beat the 
French cyclist on the track, there is one par- 
ticular, at least, in which he beats us very badly. 
This is the way in which he holds himself on his 
machine. The tendency of the Englishman to 
lean over his work, which is growing worse 
every day, threatens, in the end, to counteract 
many of the best physical effects.of the sport. 
What could be uglier than the appearance of the 
average rider, bent almost double, his back 
rounded, his elbows sticking far out? On the 
ordinary and on the tricycle, nowadays, as on the 
safety, уоп see the same distorted, deformed | 
figure. And not only is this position, now so 
much in vogue, ugly, but it is really dangerous 
to the cyclist's health. The contraction of the 
chest and lungs is no light matter, but may, 
in the end, develop into an evil far greater in 
proportion than the good derived from healthy 
exercise in the open air. It is pure carelessness, 


they can, but to appear to the very best advane 
tage; and, as far as appearances go, there is no 
doubt that they at present carry off the palm 
from their English rivals. 


It may be suggested that a sermon of this kind 
is out of place just now that the riding season 
is virtually almost over. But during the late 
autumn and throughout the winter one has 
plenty of opportunities for short runs, and a ride 
of a few miles wil give the cyclist who has 
acquired the bad habit of sitting doubled up on 
his machine an excellent chance of getting dut 
of it before next summer. For my part, I wish 
an Act of Parliament could be passed compelling 
every cyclist to “sit up," under penalty of the 
law. Those who have a home trainer for the 
winter months have absolutely no excuse for not 
getting into good practice. 


I want to add a word to what I said about 
cameras last week. It is unwise to get cheap 
ones, simply because they can be easily carried. 
It is useless extravagance in the end. Some- 
times they don't work at all, or else they get out

* Hack my heart into as many pieces as there 
are checks in the tartan,” exclaimed 


Mr. Andrew Carnegie 


in the course of his speech in accepting the 
freedom of the burgh of Inverness on Sept. 12, 
"in every part there will still be found the 
charmed name—Scotland.’? That he loved the 
Republic which had conferred upon him every 
privilege went without saying. He would not 
be true to the Celtic blood that flowed through 
his veins if he were capable of receiving the 
benefits that the Republic had conferred upon 
him without admiring it, and standing ready to 
defend it. But this affection was по more incon- 
sistent with love for his native land than was the 
affection and love for a wife inconsistent with 
that of love for a mother. His dearest wish was
